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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 

35 U.S.C. 101 reads as follows: 

Whoever invents or discovers any new and useful process, machine, manufacture, or composition of 
matter, or any new and useful improvement thereof, may obtain a patent therefor, subject to the 
conditions and requirements of this title. 

Claims 24-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 101 because the claimed invention is 
directed to non-statutory subject matter. The claims are directed toward software per se 
and as such, are non-statutory. 

Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 24-26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The preamble appears to state the claims are drawn toward an apparatus 
(system), however, the limitations positively claim the functions, which limitations are 
associated with method claims. As the two statutory classes are treated differently, this 
renders the scope of the claims unclear and indefinite. 

Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
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A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 1 22(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21 (2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 24 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
US PAT 6,622,129 to Wliitwortli. 

As to claim 24, Whitworth disclose a vehicle resale prices analysis system (title) 
having a resold vehicle database (203), that includes data on when a contract expires 
(1 15,1 19), a vehicle type database (201), an estimated sold price calculation system 
(205), that analyses data ("establish weighted... "),the vehicle type data comprises 
vehicle shape (201 , "optional equipment), the system uses the data to estimate "sold 
price data", the calculations are performed on a target vehicle (fig 5), the answer is 
outputted (fig 6), stored (in the computer, fig 1), the data is updated periodically (each 
model year), the new data is used (as it is the data used). 

As to claim 26, the vehicle is new (leases are used for both new and used 
vehicles). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 



(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
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invention was made to a person liaving ordinary sl<ill in tlie art to wliicli said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability sliall not be negatived by tine manner in wliicli tlie invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham y. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

Claim 25 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Whitworth. 

As to claim 25, Whitworth does not, however, teach using multi-regression 
analysis, however, it is old and well known in the art to use multi-regression analysis (as 
can be seen in that applicant has never explained what this is, therefore, applicant 
implies that it is old and well known and not in need of explanation), therefore, it would 
have been obvious to use this to further refine the numbers to ensure accuracy.
